University Discusses Plan Pro-
posed For Boston Pubﬁcation.

AS SCHOOL FOR JOURNALISM.

_Haﬂs von Kaltenborn, a Senior, Who
I Got 2 Suggestion In a “Vision"
Describes His Scheme In Operation
In 2 Magazine Article.

The suzeestion that there be estab-
| lished in Boston a morning newspaper
| printed and administered by Harvard
university as a praetical school for

sion in the faculty of the university,
among the graduates In Boston, and
ospecially nmong the members of the
Engtish department of the college,

The idea of the proposed newspaper
Is twolold—primarily, to train men In
| a practieal
reer; secondarily, to link Harvard as a
pniverslty more closely with the actusnl
Ufe and problems of Bosten, of Massa-
chusetts and of the entire eountry.

The school of journalizsm would, as
proposed, be a graduate school. The
newspaper would be rmn In ufrlu:i.l
| comipetition with the merning papers
| in Bostop, but the name of the paper
would be Veritas, and the students of
journallsm who manned its varlous
| departments — business, mechanleal
and editorial—under the close super-
vision of trained newspaper men,
would be tanght, above everything, ta|
get only facts and write only facts. |

The thing that sefs the university
talking about this scheme is an n.rticle'
which appeared in a recent number of
the Harvard Illustrated Magazine, an
undergraduate publication. The name
of the article s “The Harvard Dally
Truth—A Vision,” its author Hans
| Von Kaltenborn of the senior elass.

Von Kaltenborn was himself a news-
paper man, but after several years on
the staff of the Erooklyn Eagle he felt
the need of a more thorough educa-
tlon. He entered Harvard as a spe-
clal student In 1905, heavily condl
tioned; but, though at the same time
he supported himself by mnewspaper
writing and did not neglect the social
| ife of the university, he worked with’
| such energy and enthusiasm as soon
to tnke high rank in the class of 1008,
This is his vislon:

There rose before me opposite the Bos-
ton Common a huge square pile, plerced
by & thousand gleams, twenty tiers of
llghted cells, And the people surged
about the doors and windows, for within
were light and life. A great press shook
out thousands upon thousands of printed
pages, while brawny. men rushed back
| and forth to carry them away.

1 entered the great pile, and, behold,
everywhere bright faced youths and ear-
nest men were talking with one anothér,
reading printed sheets or writing Imsﬁr'.
And above all the dogre and upon the
| walls and over all ibe desks was written
this single word, “Veritas,™

I asked of one in the room, “What is
all this?' And he answered: “This is the
home of the Harvard Dally Truth, a
| nezspaper printed by a great university,
Tts readers are mcattered in every state,
and it has a great influence for good.
Here we teach men to make a clesn,
truthful newspaper, so {hat they may go
oot and gerve théir fellows through the
power of the printed pagé. And the let-
ters you mee over the dgors and abova
the walls spell that to which we aspire—
truth,”

That is nall there i{s to the visiofi.
| The rest of the article Is an explana-
tion of the scheme.

Mr. von Kaltenborn refers to ‘“Har-
vard's neglect {0 provide for the em-
bryo journalist” pointing to the
schools of journalism in the west. He
states the number of Harvard gradu-
ates that every year take up the news-
paper business averages fifteen, and
then he says:

“My special plea is for the establish-
ment of a dally newspaper to be ¢on-
ducted by Harvard as a school of jour-
nalism, but the student will need prep-
aration for this practical work. Har-
vard college has facllities for this
preparation, but they are neither or-
ganized nor advertised.”

After going on to show that “Har-
vard faces a decreasing enrollment”
and stating how he thinks a school of
journalism would tend to eonnterbal-
ance it the writer goes on:

*“Think of Boston having gained at
last that elean, unbiased, ably edited,
| enterprising morning newspaper of
: which her citizens have dreamed sinee
|Hen Franklin shippsd for Philadel-
|phi1 How closely it would link ouor
university with that great neighbor-
ing community!

“Its success or fallure would depend
| mpon its appeal to the public. The
new paper would have to peove that
the truth well told is more Interesting
than the most lurld Hes, = difficnlt
but by no means impossible task.

“And the office of this successful
newspaper would be the training
gehool for journalists. Hither would
come the college graduates from every
state, just as they now come to the
law school, to spend one, two or thres
years in professional study.”

As to whether this scheme can be
L put into effect its author says:

“I- first had this vision a year ago,
and now I am rapidly growing to be-

San Diego, Cal,, Is the Place, Says a
California Stockman.

CAMERA TO CONVICT SPEEDER

Two Exposures With Watch Attach-
ment Show Rate Auto Is Traveling.
A camera Whjch‘!_ﬁ"'expected to revo-
lationize the methods of the police In
convicting auntomoblle speed violators
was a silent witness in the Roxbury |
(Mass.) court the other day. The cam-
era is the invention of Professor Dan-
fel F. Comstock and Professor Her-
bert F. Kalmus of the Massachusetts |
Institute of Technology. who appeared |
as witnesses and explained its work- l
ings, and Judge Willinms, on the evi- |
dence produced by the camera and |
that of the witnesses, who explained |
its workings, fined the defendant $20. |

The camera-is an oblong affair. It |
containg two plate holders, one above |
the other, with a stop watch between |
the two. The operator takes his place |
on'a highway within foeusing distance
of the road, and when the aotomobile
is at a certain distance the upper plate
is exposed. This takes the picture of
tne poesition of the auteomobile on the
road and also records the face of the
stop watch, showing just \vhel‘e‘the
hand is at the second the picture is
snapped.

The camera is then turned at a cer-
tain aungle up the road, and a second
pieture is snapped. Py mathematical
ealculation the exact distance traveled
by the automobile is secured, and the
watch shows the exact time that tran-
spired between the first ‘and second
exposures. From this the speed of
the automoblle is learned. \
